Previous studies: 


- Ali, Abdel-Rahman and Hussein (2022) conducted a study aimed at revealing the 
effectiveness of a proposed program in educational media based on infographics to provide students 
with hearing disabilities with media photography skills. The dependent variables, and the experimental 
research sample consisted of a group of students from Al-Amal School for the Deaf and Hard of 
Hearing in Minya, consisting of (26) individuals. It contains the nature of educational media, its 
branches, and the objectives of each branch. The school journalism branch and its branches have taken 
media photography skills and designed them in the form of lessons. Measurement tools were applied 
before and after learning, and the most important results concluded to the effectiveness of the proposed 
program based on infographics in the knowledge and skill achievement of media photography skills. 
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- Younes (2022) conducted a study aimed at identifying the use of mobile phone montage 
applications by students of educational media departments in the production of media materials, as in 
recent years the adoption of the mobile phone has increased rapidly all over the world, including 
developed and developing countries, and it has spread among many individuals in all parts of the world. 
Cultural levels and social classes and its success among young people, and thus it is characterized by 
being the fastest spreading modern technology among individuals compared to the rest of the 
technological innovations that preceded it. To the development of systems for preparing and 
transmitting audio and video and increasing the capacity of data transmission and storage, which will 
make it easier to use the image, direct and recorded video more simply and easily. To carry out all the 
stages of producing the photographed work (preparation - filming - editing - directing). Smart mobile 
phones offer many free and non-free editing applications, in order to make it easier for students and 
journalists in their work of producing various videos and storyboards. 

- Doabeh (2022) conducted a study aimed at identifying the effect of a training program based 
on educational scaffolding in developing media literacy skills for students of educational media: a 
quasi-experimental study. The aim of the current research is to study the educational scaffolding theory 
as one of the pioneering modern educational strategies and educational theories in developing the 
educational and educational process, and to try to explore the extent of its effectiveness in achieving 
media learning and developing media education skills for students. A training based on educational 
scaffolding in developing media education skills for students of educational media? The research relied 
on the quasi-experimental approach, and the research tools were represented in the two scales of media 
education skills and assessment of educational scaffolding theory from the students' point of view, and 
they were applied to an experimental sample of educational media students consisting of (40) students, 
and the results concluded that there are statistically significant differences between the mean scores of 
The students in the two applications, the pre and post applications regarding media education skills as 
a whole, in favor of the post application, where the values of (T) were a function at the significance 
level of 0.001, and there was a medium direct relationship between the students’ scores with regard to 
media education skills and their scores on the educational scaffolding theory assessment scale, where 
it was (0 ,3 > t > 0.7), which is a function at the 0.01 level, and there are statistically significant 
differences between the mean scores of students in the dimensional application and the sequential 
application on the scale of media education skills in favor of the sequential application, where the 
values of (T) are significant at the significance level of 0.001. 

- Al-Ghafiri and Al-Qahtani (2022) conducted a study aimed at identifying the contribution of 
educational media to providing primary school students with dimensions of social responsibility from 
the teachers' point of view. It relied on the descriptive survey method, and the study population 
consisted of all female primary school teachers in Abha, who numbered (1817) female teachers, and 
the total sample total was (808) female teachers. Social responsibility (personal, religious, moral, 
national, towards the environment), from (36) phrases. The results of the study showed that the degree 
of educational media’s contribution to providing primary school students with dimensions of social 
responsibility from the teachers’ point of view is large with an arithmetic mean (4.05), and the order 
of the questionnaire axes according to the degree of educational media contribution in descending order 
is as follows: The patriotism is very large with an arithmetic average (4.20), the degree of educational 
media’s contribution to giving primary school students responsibility towards the environment is great 
at an arithmetic average (4.06), the degree of educational media’s contribution to giving primary school 
students great personal responsibility in an arithmetic medium (3.99), the degree of educational 
media’s contribution In giving primary school students a great moral responsibility with an arithmetic 
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mean of (3.96), the study also showed that there are statistically significant differences at the level of 
significance of 0.05 in the degree of educational media’s contribution to giving primary school students 
the dimensions of social responsibility according to the educational qualification towards the recipients 
of (diploma), There are also statistically significant differences at the significance level of 0.05 in the 
degree of educational media's contribution to the acquisition of primary school students dimensions 
Social responsibility according to participation in educational media activities towards (participation 
in educational media programs and activities). 

- Younes (2022) conducted a study aimed at identifying the role that social media (Facebook) 
can play as an alternative means for school journalism, used by the educational media specialist during 
crises and disasters. To inform teachers and students of the most important instructions that the school 
administration or mentors seek to convey to them, and also sought to know the role they can play as 
guiding means for students; To search for sites that benefit them in the educational process during the 
beginning of the Corona pandemic, and how it is developing, through an analytical research on a 
sample of the pages of some schools on Facebook, they are schools: (Safia Zaghloul Secondary School 
for Girls affiliated to the Al-Qubba Gardens Educational Department - Al-Salam Preparatory School 
for Benin, affiliated to the Waili administration Educational - Al-Qubba Al-Fedawiya Primary School 
affiliated to Al-Waili Educational Administration), from December 2018 until November 2021, and 
the researcher used a content analysis form for the school pages of the research sample. A 
complementary relationship, which can never cancel each other out; Rather, they work side by side 
during times of crises and disasters - God forbid - and to achieve the idea of the present and the present. 
Then the most important recommendations of the research came to the necessity of conducting some 
related research. 

- Abd al-Rahman, Ahmad and Hindawi (2022) conducted a study that aimed to study and 
analyze the relationship between the roles of educational media and the dissemination of intellectual 
security among secondary school students. Governmental schools and (100) private schools. The 
research tools were a survey form for high school students. The results indicated that there is a direct, 
statistically significant, correlation between the rate of secondary school students’ dependence on 
educational media and the degree of their knowledge of intellectual security. And there is a direct, 
statistically significant, correlation between the rate of secondary school students’ dependence on 
educational media and their level of intellectual security. And the absence of a statistically significant 
correlation between the motives of the study sample’s dependence on educational media and the degree 
of their knowledge of intellectual security. And the existence of a direct, statistically significant, 
correlation between the rate of dependence on educational media in schools, the sample of the study, 
and the effects resulting from that dependence. And there are statistically significant differences 
between secondary school students, the study sample, in their grade averages on the scale of media 
influences resulting from reliance on educational media according to demographic variables (gender, 
place of residence, economic level of the family), and there are statistically significant differences 
between secondary school students in the study sample. In their average score on the Intellectual 
Security Scale according to demographic variables (gender, place of residence, family economic level). 

- Juma and Al-Sayed (2022) conducted a study aimed at identifying the role of educational 
media in confronting the phenomenon of intellectual extremism, and to achieve this purpose, the 
research contained a framework that included (identifying the ethics of educational media and the 
professional principles of these ethics, and clarifying the importance of the ethical aspect in media 
practice to ensure the quality of media work And a presentation of the concept of educational media, 
the concept of belonging and the factors affecting it, trying to reach the role that educational media 
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plays in confronting intellectual extremism, identifying the obstacles that prevent this and the 
requirements for activating educational media in promoting correct thought, and a presentation of some 
of the features and characteristics of educational media activities (their objectives, and their basics). 
And its contents) and the methods and methods of presenting educational media, then it dealt with 
some educational media activities and their role in confronting the phenomenon of intellectual 
extremism. The research mechanism includes results and suggestions, as the researcher was able to 
come up with suggestions to strengthen the role of educational media in confronting intellectual 
extremism.
